Section 2. That pursuant to I.C. 36-1-3-4 (Pi and I.C. 
36-4-6-18 there is hereby adopted this Ordinance prescribing an 
@xclusive manner for the exercising of the power of contracting 
with an employment of consultants by the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana either in the exercise of its civil governmental 
function, or in the exercise of its power over any City-owned 


and/or operated utilities. 
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Section 3. The term "emergency" wherever used in this 
section shall be defined as an extraordinary situation or

Prior to the Mayor's or the Board of Works and Safety's execution 
f said contracts and/or contractual arrangements, the Common 
EC shall certify and approve by ordinance the need for the 
services of a consultant or consultants, when the amount to be 
paid to said consultant or consultants, when extrapolated over 
one (1) full year is equal to or greater than the amount 
specified in the ordinance governing the approval of City and 
City Utilities purchases of supplies. 
| Section 6. All such contracts or agreements with a 
consultant or consultants, hereafter entered into without such 
prior approval by the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, 
shall be null and void. 
Section 7. In the case of emergency only may the City 
of Fort Wayne, Indiana, enter into a contract or agreement for 
the hiring and employment of consultants without the necessity of 
prior approval by the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne. 
Section 8. If any questions arise as to the terms of 


any contracts for the employment of consultants by the City of
